2. PURPOSE OE THE VISITS IS TO COMPLETE STUDY OF KEY 

ISSUES IN THE EORMULATION AND CONDUCT OE NATIONAL SECURITY 
POLICY. GROUPS HAVE IN PAST MET WITH TOP CIVILIAN AND 
MILITARY LEADERSHIP, US MISSION CHIEFS, AND FREQUENTLY 
WITH HEAD OE STATE, IN ORDER TO RECEIVED AUTHORITATIVE 
FIRSTHAND IMPRESSIONS OE THE MAJOR POLITICAL, MILITARY, 
ECONOMIC, SOCIAL, CULTURAL AND OTHER ISSUES ASSOCIATED 
WITH THE COUNTRY AND REGION. ALTHOUGH EIELD STUDY CONCEPT

5. EMBASSIES WILL BE REQUESTED TO MAKE NECESSARY ARRANGE- 
MENTS POR THE VISIT AND COORDINATION OF THE PROGRAM, I.E., 
OPFICIAL VISITS, BRIEFINGS, BILLETING AND SOCIAL ASPECTS, 
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WITH FIELD STUDY EXECUTIVE OEEICER. EACH EMBASSY WILL BE 
REQUESTED TO OBTAIN APPOINTMENTS EOR THE VISITING NWC GROUP 
WITH TOP OFEICIALS INCLUDING, WHEN SUITABLE, CHIEE OE 
STATE, PRIME MINISTER, AND/OR OTHERS AT MINISTERIAL LEVEL. 

IT IS NOTED THAT PERSONNEL ARE SELECTED TO ATTEND THE NWC 
ON THE BASIS OE SUPERIOR PAST PEREORMANCE AND OUTSTANDING 
EUTURE POTENTIAL AT THE COMMAND AND/OR POLICYMAKING LEVEL
